tion ot the bond may not, on trial be deem­ 
ed forfeited in every inOance where • veiT:l 
ihill have proceeded to a port for which a 
clearance bad been rcfuf?d ; fo, on the oXher 
hand, errors may be comniitted in granting 
clcaranccs for porti which the courts may 
ultimately adjudge to hjve been forbidden 
b y la w , and it is not inte .ded that the mere 
a d of thus granting a clearance ihill rcleafe 
the party from ihe penal:y which rosy be in­ 
curred by purfoingan illegal voyage. 


I am dill opinion that no clearance can 
he granted for ariy part of the Ifland of St. 
Doinmgo, or of the kii>gdom of Ica!y. 
Th^ 
indepe.idence of Sr. Oomingo hat not been 
ackno wledged by any aA of government ; 
and, if not ind^pendenc, it is a dependency 
of France. 
The kingdom of Italy, which 
now includes Venice and Leghorn, though 
not annexed to Francc, is governed in the 
name of tbe French Enaperur, and is not on­ 
ly in faftt but in name« one of his dependen* 
ciei. 
There are ports in Spain and Portu 
gal, which raay hereafter be excluiively in 
the poiTriTion of G re it'B rita in or France, and 
for which clearances (hould according 
to 
circumdancei be refufed. 
It is underflood 
that at prefent the^ are all uodér the nominal 
government of a Spanifh Sovereign, or of 
the Prince Uegeixt of Portugal, and that 
therefore clearances may be granted for all. 
T h e rule nmd be {hat places heM in the name 
of the fovereign of the countrjr, though gar. 
rifoned by Britifli or French troops, arc not 
to be confidered as forbidden ports. 
But if 
conquered by either, as in the ca fe o f Liiban 
before its evacuation by the French, they are 
exclufively in the puireiTion of the conquerors 
and therefore forbidden. 


'I'here 
is nothing in the 
law 
which 
forbids the fale of Ameiican veiTcls abroad ,• 
but the condition of the bond required by 
the ibirteenth feftion is, that they (hall not 
proceed to any Britiih or French port. The 
condition of the boi^d will be confidered by 
this department as forfeited, and the bond 
put in fuit, if prior to their return to the 
United States, and during the continuance 
of the aft, they ihall proceed to fuch port, 
whether they have been fold or remain the 
property of the fame owners. T h e proviHons 
in t b i t i'eftion which relate to the produftion 
of à certiGcate cf the landing of the cargo 
only eflabliih t!ie fpecies of proof requifitein 
th atrclpe ft, but do no; aflTeft that part of 
the bond by which the vcfTels are altogether 
forbidden to proceed to certain ports. 


Bonds given under the aft of the ninth 
of January h d , tti fix times the value of the 
v?d>l and cargo, on the condition that vcf- 
f'ls having cargoes on board fliall not depart 
without a clearance, may be cancelled when- 
ever the owners (ball think proper to fend 
fuch veiTels 
and cargoes, to a port with 
which intercourl'e is permitted by the aft; of 
the tlrd indant, and (hall give bond in con­ 
formity with the thirteenth feftion of the 
faid aft. 


T h e extenfion 
of the terms of credit 
allowed in certain cafes on revenue bonds, 
by the aft« of March 10,1808, and January 
1 2, 1809, continues in force, notwithiUnd. 
ing the partial repeal of the aft laying an 
embargo. 


T h e temptations to evade the embargo 
laws are fo much diniinlihed by the partial 
repeal which has now taken place, that 1 do 
not perceive any further neceflity for con­ 
tinuing the cx'.raordinary expcnces which 
h.td been authoril’ed for the purpofe of en- 
forcing thole liiws. All the authorities there« 
fore which have been herrtofore given to 
empi >y additional boats, officers, or men for 
th.u p u r p u l ’e, mud be confidered as hence­ 
forth revoked. 
And under the exiding cir- 
cuindarces nf the revenue, I have to requed 
that you will, as far as is prafticable and con> 
lidiiit with the puiiiic fcrvice, reduce every 
branch of. exp^*i)fe incident to the colleftion 
of duties, and coimefted with the perform ­ 
ance uf your etili ial duties;

By thi"* time the oiEcer of the g a i rd , with a 
file of men came up, cleared the pivcinen: c f 
all, except the M a fhal and a few who were 
in nis comonny» T h e M^rd>al, who hid never 
tnov’ed from the fpo: in which he had halted 
when the f-ntin';l fird prcfented his bayonet, 
and hnd behaved wi'.h great coolnel's, and 
firmnrfi, now addrefled the oflflccr and tcld 
hiin who he w is, anc^ that be had come to ex ­ 
ecute prucef», which he would do at the nik 
of his life. 
H e then attenrpted to make to­ 
wards the door, bot was prevcAted by the men 
who were ardered to charge bayonets and re. 
fid him. T h e Marihal finding he was oppofed 
by a body of men in military array, demanded 
of the officer tbeti prefent, the name of bis 
fuperior officer, and was informed that it was 
General Bright, who was fent f o r . ^ I n the 
mean time, the Marihal caufed the names of 
all the men who were in uniforo: and had then 
With hodile weapons oppofed the execution of 
the laws» to be taken down to be reported to 
the proper tribunaL 


In about half an hour, Gen. Bright appear­ 
ed, and immediately ordered the men, who 
were then at a Ihoulder, to charge bayonet. 
'I'he Marfhal againil whofe bread the bayo­ 
nets were charged, and who could not have 
advanced 
fix inches without-danger to his 
life, demanded of Gen. Bright, if he knew 
that he 
was MarQial of the U nited States, 
of this d id r iA — Gen. Bright replied y e s . ~ 
The M irih a l then read aloinl his writ^and de­ 
clared he would execute it at the peril of his 
life, at the f i n e time made an attempt to 
move forw ard— Bright faid 
at the peril of 
your life do it,’' and immediately a bayonet 
was charged at him fo clofs as to touch his 
bread. 


T he Marihal then read aloud to the foldiers 
and people his eommiifion as Marihal of the 
United States for this D id rift, and addrcifid 
them in the following words, as nearly as w« 
can remember them. 


“ Fellow^Citizens, 


“ Imperious duty commands tny attendance 
at this time, and place, in order to execute the 
procef* now in my hand, and which has been 
iifued by virtue o f a mandate from the highed 
Judicial T rib u n al of our Country. 
In the 
performance of my duty, 1 ihall be governed 
by prudence and difcret'on, an d 'w ith a l by 
that firmnefs which ihould at all timrs influ- 
etlce thofc who are intruded officially wi^th 
the execution of the laws. It is with painful 
regret I view the collifion exiding between 
the State, and the paramount authority of 
the United States, and it will become the fe- 
rious confideration of thofc of my fellow-citi­ 
zens who now appear in military array, how 
far they may confider themfelves authorifcd 
or judified in redding the laws of the Innd. 
The love of country and a due fenfe of duty, 
I hope will induce thofe who I now m»re par­ 
ticularly addrefs» to withdraw themfelves 
from the opposition now made to the perform­ 
ance of my public d u ty — for be it known to 
you, that the Conditution and laws of the 
United States confider an oppofuion to tbe 
execution of the laws by military force, as 
I ' R E A S O N , and any forcible oppoflcion to 
the exscution of Judicial Procefs, as a ¿¡¿¡b 
misdemeanor* 
T h e fituation in which you 
are placed is a fcrious one, and (huuld excite 
reflrftion and deliberation ; for deliberation 
time is neceiTiry, which if you require, will 
be g ran te d .— For I now folemnly declare my 
intention of eventually executing tbe procefs 
in this cafe, which has excited fo much feri- 
ous apprehenfion for the peace and welfare of 
our common country. 
M y duly will require 
of me the raifing of the PoiTe of the D id rift, 
if the oppofition is not withdrawn, of which 
power 1 ihall avail myfeif, if neceiTary, ia en­ 
forcing the mandate of tbe laws." 


Th* Marfllral then aiked General Bright, 
if he wanted time to deliberate. 
H e replied 
no, I am ready and determined to refid. 
In 
the name and by the authority of the United 
States, faid the Marihal addreiTing the fol. 
diers, 1 command you to lay down your arras 
and permit me to proceed. 
Iii the name and 
by the authority of the Commonwealth of 
Penufylvania, I command you to rcfid him, 
replied G en. Bright, in which he was obeyed. 
Tne Marihal finding it impolllble to ferve 
his procefs at this place, proceeded to the 
houfe of Mrs. W ate r?, where he again at­ 
tempted to ferve it, but was again refided 
and coinprllcd to retire. 
Troops are dili da- 
tiu ird there, and we learn that the Philadcl- 
phi^ Legion has been oidered out to oppofe 
;he M arihal,wh never he ihall again attempt 
to ferve ins procefs, which, we underdand,he 
will d,i with a poITc unlcfi the money is paid. 


Had there been any wifdom and forefight 
in our JL-gifliture, 
this difgraceful fcene 
might have been avoid-d ; a..d we do hope 
that even ve:, Jndice njay be done to Olm- 
ílc^d, and the h )nor of the State p r c f c m d 
fioiu complete dil'grace.

W e have the general evidence of hiftory, 
fupported by the warning voice of the vene­ 
rable W a s h i n g t o n , that “ foreign iniu- 
enee is one of the moft baneful foes of re­ 
publican governments.*' In the mind of the 
father of his country, this general experience 
of mankind had made deep impreflion s : Hia 
own experience as a ftatesman, and the real 
flate and condition of our country and ita 
parties, during his adminiflration and at the 
period of his retirement, enforced all thofe 
impreíTiona, and gave his words an applica­ 
tion as pointed as they were interefting. 
I t 
had been his misfortune to contend, during 
the greater part of his political life, with a 
faftion sealoufly efpoufing 
the caufe of 
France, and to find her partizans not only in 
the legiflative councils, but in the bofom of 
his own cabinet. 
T h e fevereft of his public 
cares was the exertion of his vigilance, hit 
prudence, and his unceafmg «(Torts ia guard­ 
ing againft its machinations. 
One of the 
moft aftive principles of his adminiflration 
was, opposition to foreign in/luence. 
W e 
need not refort to bis letters to his friends, 
in which he fo juftly and feelingly charaAe- 
rizes the party, which then thirlled f o r a 
French alliance, aod now, in full power, 
feem equally to thirrt for a war with Eng- 
land. 
His valediftory addrefs contains a 
(Irong pifture of the workings of his mind. 
T u rn to that addrefi, and mark his fenti. 
nients. 
Couched here, in the expreiTtons of 
paternal counfel, we fee a lively pifture o f 
men and things. 


“ Nothing is more eíTential,** Cays the 
Tcnerable fage, ** than that permanent in­ 
veterate antipathies againft particular na- 
tions, and paiUoriate attachments for others, 
fliould be excluded, and that in place of them, 
juft and amicable feelings towards all (hould 
be cultivated. 
T h e nation which indulges 
towards another an habitual hatred or an 
habitual fondnels, is in fome degree a flaye. 
It is a flave lo its animoiity or to its affec­ 
tion ; 
cither of which is fufficient to lead it 
aftri.y from its duty and its intereft. 
A n ti­ 
pathy in one nation againft another, diipofis 
each more readily to offer infult and injury ; 
to lay hold oi flight caufes of umbrage, and 
to be haughty andintraftable when accident­ 
al or tri^Kig ocCafions of difpute occur. 
H în ce frequent collifions, obftinate, enve­ 
nomed and bloody contefls. 
T h e nation, 
prompted by ill-will and refentment, fome- 
times impels to war the government, contra­ 
ry to the beft calculations of policy. T h e go- 
vernment fometimes participates in the na­ 
tional propenfuy ; and adepti, through pas. 
sion, nvbai reason toculd reject : »t other 
times, it makes the aoimoftty of the nation 
fubfervient to projefts of hoftility, intligatcd 
by pride, ambition, and other 
finifter and 
perniciaus motives. 
The fiejc e often, seine, 
times perhaps the liberty, o f nations has been 
tbe victttn. 
So, likewife. a paillanate attach­ 
ment of one nation for another, produces a 
variety of evils. 
Sympathy for the favorite 
nation facilitating the illufion of an imagina- 
I ry common interest, in cases where no real 
I cemmon interest exists, and infustnj' into one, 
tbi enmities uf tbe other, betrays tie form er 
into a p jrticifa ti. H in the quarrels and voars 
of tbe latter, tuitbout adequate inducements 
or ju . u fe at ion : It leads alfo to conc'-ifions 
tu the tavorite nation of privileges denied to 
others, which is apt doubly to injure the na 
tion m'aki:)^; t{jc concclÌìong : by unneceifarily 
part iig wuh wi-.nt ought to be retained ; and 
by ixining jralousy, til w ill, and a disposi, 
tun iorftuiiate in the parties from whc;n e- 
QuU privilrprcs ave ’vithheld : And it gives to 
cmbr.nus, corrupted or deluded citir.-'vs, '.vbo 
ucvjte !

T h e addrefs, in which this wife counfel wai 
expreiTedfWas received throughout the Union 
with refpeft and admiration, bordering on en- 
thuQafm. 
T h e intended retirement from of­ 
fice announced in it, called forth general ex> 
preflions of r e g r e t : and Congrefs, in their 
anfwer to the Prefident'a fpcech at the open­ 
ing of tbe following feflion, declared that re ­ 
gret, and their approbation of his public con­ 
duft ko folemn and affeftionate terms. 
It 
was on that occafion that a Giles, then one of 
the moft powerful of tbe leaders of the oppo- 
fition party^ and now a main pillar ot the 
prefent adniiniftration : a Giles, who had la­ 
boured fo long in the caufe of France, and 
(lilt continues thofe labors for a war with 
E ngland; as a remedy for all grievances : a 
Giles, who flung witb the difappointment c f 
his former hopes, and with a certain can- 
fcioufnefs, 
through which 
rbe maxims of 
W a s r i n « t o n funk like fliaftsinto his heart, 
it was then, we fay, that a Giles ftood up and 
oppofed th e public expreffions of regret, de­ 
nied the wifdom and firmnefs of W a s h i n g ­ 
t o n , ' declared for himfelf, '* that he was 
one of those v»bo did not regret tbe President's 
retiring fro m office ; and^tbat be believed that 
there were a thousand men in tbe United 
States who were capable o f filling tbe presi.

This is that abtient friend of 
France, who fo warmly advocated the ini­ 
quitous embargo ; who originated an arbi* 
trary, defpotic and oppreflive law to enforce 
. it, and 
whofe 
elaborate, 
difmgenuous 
and profligate fpeech 
in fupport 
of the 
non-inter course 
aft, (as 
a ineafure which 
will produce war with Great-Britain,) ia now 
circulating by thoufailds in our country, for 
the purpofe of reconciling the people 
to 
their diftrefl*e8, and teaching them to efpoufe 
and bug their unhappy fate* 


T h e accounts which we la v e had from 
Spain of late,are of fo contradiftory a nature, 
that it is impoffible to form any correft idea 
of the prefent fituation of that diftrelTc'd 
country; 
I f we were to form an opinion, it 
would be that Bonaparte's influence in that 
kingdom is gaining ground, and that, per­ 
haps tbe next accounts from that country 
will be that the greateft part of it is under 
the controul of the 
tyrant. 
W e have al­ 
ways infifted, and we are flill of opinion, that 
with the fword, the Spaniards could not be 
conquered ; but by intrigue and treachery 
they may, like other nations, fall. A od that 
Napoleon haa lately been making more ufe 
of his old fyflem of deflruftion, intrigue, than 
of the fwurd, there is now not adoubt. I f the 
Spaniards can refift they mufl have more refo- 
lution and patriotifin than generally falls to 
the lot of men in their fituation. 
W e are 
however, not yet without hopes; the Spa­ 
niards have thus far performed more than 
could have been expefted, and it is pofCble 
they may ftill hold out until fome change may 
take place in the face of the world to ihcir 
advaRtage.

W e have the general evidence of hiflory, 
fupported by the warning voice of the vene­ 
rable W 
a s h i n g t o n , that “ foreign influ­ 
ence is one of the moi! baneful foes of re­ 
publican governments.'* 
In the mind of the 
father of his country, this general experience 
o f mankind had made deep imprefflons: 
H it 
own experience ai a dalesman, and the real 
(late and condition o f our country and its 
parties, during his adminiftration and at the 
period of hts retirement, enforced all thofe 
impreflions, and gave his words an applies- 
tion as pointed as they were interefling. 
I t 
had been his misfortune to contend, during 
the greater part of his political life, with a 
fa ft ion aeaioufly efpoufing 
the caufe 
of 
France, and to find her partizans not only in 
the legiflative councils, but in the bofom of 
his own cabinet. 
T h e fevered o f hit public 
cares was the exertion of his vigilance, his 
prudence, and his unceafing a (Torts in guard- 
ing again!! its machinations. 
One of the 
mod active principles of his admiuidration 
w i t , opposition to fo reig n influence. 
W e 
need not refort to his letters to his friends, 
in which he fo jud ly and feelingly characte­ 
rizes the party, which then thirfted f o r a 
French alliance, aod now, in full 
power, 
Teem equally to third for a war with 
E n g ­ 
land. 
His valedi&ory addrefs contains a 
llrong pifture o f the workings of his mind. 
T u r n to that addrefs, and mark his Centi- 
ments. 
Couched here, in the exprrfliont o f 
paternal counfel, we fee a lively pifture o f 
men 
and things, 


“ N othing is more eflential,” fays the 
venerable Cage, 11 than that permanent in­ 
veterate 
antipathies sgainft particular na. 
tioos, and paflionite attachments for others, 
fhould be excluded, and that in place of them, 
juit and amicable feelings towards all fhould 
be cultivated. 
T h e nation which indulges 
towards another an habitual hatred or an 
habitual fondnets, is in fame degree a fl»7e. 
It is s dave to it* animofity or to its affec­ 
tion ; 
either of which is fufficient to lead it 
• d ra y from its duty and its intereft. 
A n t i ­ 
pathy in one nation sgainft another, difpof-s 
each more readily to cff-r infult end injury ; 
to lay hold of fl.ght caufei of umbrage, and 
to be haughty and intraftable when accident­ 
al or trifling occafiont o f difpute oc c u r. 
Hence frequent cotillions, obflinate, enve­ 
nomed and bloody conteds. 
T h e nation, 
prompted by ill-will and resentment, fome- 
tiraes impels to war the government, contra­ 
ry to the bef! calculations of policy. 
T h e g o ­ 
vernment fometimes participates in the na. 
tional propenftty ; and adopts through p a s- 
sion, w hat reason would reject : at other 
times, it 
makes the auimofity of the nation 
iubfervient to projects of hodility, 'mitigated 
by pride, ambition, and other 
finifler and 
pernicious motives. 
The peac e often, sem e. 
tim es perhaps the liberty, o f nations hasbeen 
the victim . 
So, likewise, a p * III on ate attach­ 
ment of one nation for another, produces a 
variety of evil*. 
Sympathy for the favorite 
nation facilitating the illufion o f an im u g tn a • 
ry common interest, in cases xthere no real 
(amman interest e x ists, and in fu sin g into enc, 
the enm ities o f the other, betrays the fo r m e r 
into a participate.m in the quarrels and w ars 
o f the latter, w ithout adequate inducements 
or justification : It leads alfo to conc-flions 
to the favorite nation of privileges denied to 
others, which is apt doubly to injure the na 
tion making the conceilaons : by unnetefTarily 
part u g with what ought to be retained ; and 
fey exciting jea lo u sy, til xviii, and a dis post- 
t u n to retaliate in the parties from wheal e- 
qtfvl p rivileges are withheld : A n d it g ives to 
ambitious, corrupted or deluded c itit-r .s, wha 
devote themselves to the fa v o rite nation, f a c t -

T h e intended retirement from o f ­ 
fice announced in it, called forth general ex- 
p i l l i o n s o f r e g r e t : and Congrets, in their 
anfwer to the Prefident’a fpcech at the open­ 
ing of the following feflion, declared that re­ 
gret, and their approbation o f his public con­ 
d uft aa folemn and affeftionate terms.

the mod powerful of the leaders of the oppo-

declared for himfelf, “ that he xoas 
one o f those xvbo did not regret the P resid en ts 
retiring fro m office ; and* that he believed that 
there xvere a thousand men in the United 
States xvbo xoere capable o f f i l i n g the presi.

T h is is that antient friend of 
F ran ce, who fo warmly advocated the ini­ 
quitous embargo ; who originated an arbi­ 
trary, defpotic and oppreflive law to enforce 
it, and 
whofe 
elaborate, 
diftngenuous 
and profligate 
fpeech 
in fupport 
o f 
the 
non-intercourse 
a ft, (as 
a sneafore which 
will produce war with G reat-Britain,) ii now 
circulating by thoufands in our country, for 
the purpofe of reconciling the people 
to 
th e ir didreffei, and teaching them to efpoufe 
and hug their unhappy fate* 


T h e account! which we l a v e had from 
Spain of late,are o f fo contradictory a nature, 
that it is impoflible to form any correct idea 
of the prefent fituation 
o f that 
diflreflrd 
country; 
l f we were to form an opinion, it 
would be that Bonaparte's influence in that 
kingdom ie gaining ground, and that, per­ 
haps the ne xt account! from that country 
wilt be that th* greatefl part of it is under 
the controui of the 
tyrant. 
W e have al­ 
ways infilled, and we are dill of opinion, that 
with the fword, the Spaniards could not be 
conquered ; but by intrigue and treachery 
they may, like other nations, fall. 
A n d that 
Napoleon baa lately been making more ufe 
o f his old fydem af deftruftion, intrigue, than 
o f the (word, there is now not adoubt, l f the 
Spaniards can refill they mud have more refo- 
lution and patriotifin than generally falls to 
the lot of men in their fituation.
